Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Independent claims 
1, 13, 25, and 33 each recite the transitional phrase "consisting of" The use of this transitional 
phrase excludes any element or step not specified in the claim. See MPEP 2 1 1 1 .03 . Crinon\ the 
closest prior art of record, discloses every feature recited in claims 1, 13, 25, and 33. However, 
Crinon also discloses additional features (e.g., use of motion vectors to determine pixel offset 
positions), which are precluded by the recitation of "consisting of in claims 1, 13, 25, and 33, as 
explained above. For at least these reasons, Crinon is considered to be patently distinguishable 
over the invention as recited in claims 1, 13, 25, and 33.
